space last week we failed to comment 
on 
the surprising ruling bv 
the 
Supreme Court in financing public 
schools 
We say surprising ruling 
because most school and public of­ 
ficials we had talked to had expected 
the Supreme Court to uphold the 
lower court decision. 
Just about everything we had read 
or heard on the subject indicated that 
it was a forgone conclusion that the 
Supreme Court would uphold what 
had become to be known as the 
Rodriquez decision of a three judge 
lower court. This lower court had 
ruled that children of a school district 
with less property to tax were un­ 
fairly treated and their education was 
inferior to that given to children of a 
richer district. 
About the most that was expected 
from the higher court was some 
guidelines to direct the Legislature in 
m eeting 
this 
challenge 
to 
oui 
education system 
And instead comes this landmark 5 
to J decision that not only leaves oui 
present property tax system intact 
but could well be a turning point in 
Supreme Court decisions. It is in­ 
conceivable that the old Warren Court 
could or would have ruled in this 
manner, 
We can see three major effects 
from this ruling and the least of these 
is what it will do or won t do to our 
school system within the state. 
It would appear to us that the most 
welcomed aspect of this latest high 
court ruling is their opinion that 
education is not a constitutional right 
This 
follow s 
year after year 
of 
decisions by this same higher coui t 
(but 
with different 
judges) 
that 
everyone has a constitutional right to 
everything. 
Justice Lewis F. Howell wrote for 
the majority that, “ Education is not 
among the rights afforded explicit 
protection under our Constitution. 
Nor do we find any basis for saying it 
is implicitly so protected 
In other words, Education like 
welfare and a lot of other things are 
things that we as Americans want to 
do for our people but are not things 
that the Constitution requires us to do. 
At least we would hope that the court 
would take the same view with 
welfare 
that 
it 
has 
taken 
with 
education. 
For too many years now we have 
had this idea prevailing that the 
government owes everybody a living 
and maybe this is at least the lust 
step in reversing this trend. 
Another effect of this ruling that is 
most welcomed is not what it does but 
what it doesn't do. If the Supreme 
Court had upheld the lower court

Warm Weather Means 


Insects, Pesticides 
W arm er 
weather 
means 
growing lawns and gardens. It 
also means insect pests on the 
scene, says County Extension 
Agent Kirby Clayton. 
However, instead of applying 
a pesticide at the first sign of 
insect activity, use care in 
dot cr rn mig whether or not the 
pests an* causing damage 
Indiscriminate use of pesticides 
can be dangerous as well as 
expensive, points out Clayton. 
Once the need for a pesticide 
is determined, make sure you 
obtain the right material for the 
particular 
insect 
species, 
emphasizes 
Clayton 
The 
County Extension office can 
offer assistance in identifying 
insects and in outlining a 
control program. 
Once you know what insect 
you’re trying to control and 
obtain the correct pesticide, 
take some time to read the label 
on the pesticide container, 
urges Clayton. Then use the 
material as directed, and don’t 
add or apply a dab more for 
good measure. 
Pesticides will do only what 
they are prescribed for, so don I 
expect miracles, adds dayton.

Treat the wounded 
area with a tree paint to keep 
out wood rotting organisms.

While the court has upheld the local 
property tax system as a means of 
financing our schools it is becoming 
increasingly obvious that some other 
method must be found in the near 
future to supplement this source of 
revenue if our schools are to meet the 
challenges of tomorrow.
